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GROUND BROKEN FOR SHERER HALL 


On a bright, sunny Wednesday afternoon in May, a short, 
informal ceremony marked another big milestone for Gibault 
School: the construction of Sherer Hall officially began. A 
small but enthusiastic group of well-wishers applauded as 
Forrest and Hazel Sherer turned the first shovelfuls of dirt for 
Gibault’s fourth and final new residence hall. 

Sherer Hall will replace Chartrand Hall (see back page) 
and when completed will provide safe, modern housing for 
Gibault’s 10 and 11 year old boys. 

Brother Thomas Balthazor, Gibault’s Director, expressed 
his deep appreciation to all of Gibault’s friends who have 
helped make Sherer Hall a reality. He mentioned that con- 
struction bids were much higher than everyone had antici- 
pated, but he was confident that Gibault’s friends would again 
demonstrate their concern for troubled youth by donating the 
final $50,000 needed to complete Sherer Hall. 

(BULLETIN: At press time, over $20,000 in donations 
towards this additional $50,000 had already been received by 
Gibault’s Development Office!)

Several Gibault boys were among hundreds of volunteers 
who helped make this year’s Indiana Special Olympics a big 
success. Besides helping with some of the Olympic events, our 
boys also operated four game booths during the carnival held 
on the first evening of the three day meet. 

Our boys were deeply moved by the courage and 
enthusiasm of the 2,700 mentally retarded and developmen- 
tally disabled athletes who participated in this year’s Olym- 
pics at Indiana State University. It was a good learning ex- 
perience for all.

SUMMER SCHOOL AT GIBAULT 


Gibault School’s educational program operates year- 
round. During the hot summer months, however, classes are 
held only in the mornings. Our summer school is comprised of 
two 5-week sessions during which an attempt is made to offer 
our boys a few special elective courses not usually taught dur- 
ing the regular academic year. In the past, these special elec- 
tives have included such things as electronics, small engine 
repair, special field trips, and small group music lessons. 

One thing that does not change during our summer 
school schedule is the heavy emphasis on the basic three R’s. 
Reading and math are always a major daily part of our boys’ 
educational program, especially for those boys who suffer 
from learning disabilities. As many of our readers know, 
untreated learning disabilities and lack of success in school 
are big contributing factors to delinquent behavior. Even dur- 
ing the summer, Gibault’s teachers work hard at helping our 
boys change their negative attitudes about schoolwork.

, Executive Director. 
Social Services staff members began a regular, systematic 
follow-up of all boys who have been at Gibault School (before 
then, our follow-up was “hit or miss” at best). Much to our’ 
surprise, he is finding that about 60% of our former students 
are now doing much better in their homes, schools, and com- 
munities than before their year at Gibault. 

Considering the severe nature of the problems of our boys, 
we are very encouraged by these findings. Yet we still realize, 
as you will see on page 5, that we are not “winning them all.” 
We know in our heads that we will never reach 100% success. 
But I can assure you, dear friends, that we will never stop 
striving for that goal in our hearts!!
